BOSTON, Aug. 4.—Senator Henry Ca- 


bot Lodge, in speaking of the proba- 
bility of the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law, said: 


"I think congress \yill repeal the 


purchasing- clause, although it may 
not be done quite so promptly as is 
hoped here. If an attempt is made to 
unite with the repeal any other measure 
in the nature of u compromise of an 
affirmative character, it will lead to in- 
terminable debate, and repeal will 
likely be defeated. 


"I do not in the least underrate the 


necessity for some affirmative meas- 
ures in regard to the currency. 
Some- 


thing ought to be done looking to the 
sale of the silver bullion in the treas- 
ury, under proper limitations, for gold. 
Some amendments ought also to be 
made to the national bank act. Hut 
these measures can wait, and can be 
much better handled after the repeal 
of the purchasing clause has removed 
the distrust which now exists abroad, 
and the fear which they there have 
that we arc going on to a silver basis. 
When this fear is removed money will 
How from London, where the rate of 
interest is very low, to New York, 
where the rate of interest is very high, 
and money rates will at once begin to 
grow easier in thib country.

The meeting was presided over 
by Lord Mayor Sir Stewart Knill. 
The gathering was very largely at- 
tended. 
Among those present were 


Et. Hon. A. J. Balfoui, Et. Hon. 
Henry Chaplin, formerly president of 
the board of agriculture; Et. Hon. Sir 
John Lubuoclc, of the flrm of Roberts, 
Lubbock & Co., bankers; Hon. Thomas 
F. Bayard, American ambassador to 
Great Britain; Mr. Dana Horton nnd 
most of the leading bankers of London. 


Mr. lialfour made an address. He 


disclaimed personal motive, and al- 
luded to the anxiety felt throughout 
the business world, which anxiety was 
included with th« Oliver currency ques- 
tion in India ajad the action that might 
be taken by the Unite* States. A gold 
standard, Mr. Balfour declared, would 
never satisfy the commercial world, 
while a double standard alone would 
prevent 
dangerous osoilliations in 


trade. He condemned isolated action 
on the part of the individual states, 
and favored an international agree- 
ment fixing the ratio of value between 
gold and silver. 


In the course of his address, Mr. 


Balfour denied that ttie advocates of 
bimetallism aimed atan inflation of the 
currency. This might be true, he said, 
of the bimetallists connected with the 
western states of America, but it did 
not apply to the bimetallists of Eu- 
rope, who believe that tho adoption of 
bimetallism would prove the safest 
commercial policy. In the event of a 
European war a double standard 
would, according to Mr. Kalfour, be 
found very advantageous.

Canadian Energy and Material FroirraBB. 


LONDON, Aug. 4.—Some of the lead- 


ing citizens of Aberdeen gave a ban- 
quet, last evening, to the aarl of Aber- 
deen, the new governor-general of Can- 
ada. The earl, in a speech, dwelt upon 
the energy with which the Canadians 
had built up their institutions. This 
energy was all the more creditable, lie

And a Large Number Severely Injured 


—Death and Dismay in the Midst 


of a Gala Night at the 


Chelsea Yacht Club. 


BOSTON, Aug. 4.—A distressing acci- 


dent occurred at the boat house of the 
Chelsea Boat club on Broadway near 
the bridge over the Mystic river, yes- 
terday, vvhfch changed a night of gay- 
ety nnd enjoyment to one of mourn- 
ing. Four persons are dead, while 
some fifteen or more are injured to a 
greater or less extent 


The club was having a concert and 


illumination at its quarters in honor 
of tlie ladies, many of whom were pres- 
ent from Cheslsea and neighboring 
places. All had proceeded pleasantly 
until shortly before 9 o'clock, when 
one of the platforms gave way, and 
many of the occupants were thrown to 
the pier below. 


The rear of the clubhouse overhangs 


the river with two balconies, one 
above the other, each thirty or forty 
feet in length. Directly beneath the 
balconies is a large float and it was 
this that prevented the entire number 
of people from falling into the water. 
As it was no one was known to have 
been drowned. 
The balcony gave 


way near the center, the bottom slop- 
ing in each direction, and slightly out- 
ward, forming a sort of chute, through 
which nearly forty of the .occupants 
were precipitated to the floor Borne 
thirty-five feet below. 


The band had just stopped playing 


and the signal had been given from 
the commodore's flagship to illuminate. 
Everyone was anxious to see the spec- 
tacle, and the fifteen people on the up- 
per floor of the house crowded out upon 
or towards the upper balcony. Tho 
weight was too much for the weak 
supports of the balcony, and they gave 
way with a crash that startled every- 
one that heard it. 


J. P. Warren, the band leader, was 


the first one to fall, and he was in- 
stantly killed, striking on his head. 
Then, as described by an eye witness, 
the flooring boards kept gradually giv- 
ing way, and one after another shriek- 
ing men and women were precipitated 
through the ragged opening. 
The 


scenes were indescribable, and every- 
thing was in terrible confusion. One 
man alone was in the lower balcony, 
but he managed to keep clear of the 
mass of falling humanity and escaped 
uninjured. 


A cry of fire was raised, and an alarm 


sounded from the nearest box, sum- 
moned the flre department, the mem- 
bers of which did excellent work in 
caring for the dead and injured. 


Nearly 
two 
score 
people 
were 


thrown from the balcony by the acci- 
dent and piled in a struggling and con- 
fused mass upon the float. Many be- 
lieved their injuries to be far more se- 
rious than they to proved to be later, 
and it was a long time before it could 
be definitely ascertained hew many 
were killed. 


The list as finally made up contains 


four names. Three or four of the injured 
are seriously hurt, while the remain- 
der have only In-uiscs or flesh wounds.

THE: LIMIT REACHED. 


No More Silver Certificates Will be If- 


Buad for the Present. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.-—No more sil- 


ver certificates will be issued by the 
treasury department for the present, 
as the limit prescribed by law has been 
reached. That is to say, as many sil- 
ver certificates arc now outstanding as 
there are standard silver dollars coined 
and in the treasury to redeem them. 
The st.-indard silver dollar was issued 
under the act of 1878 commonly known 
as the liland act. Under this law 
389,!t">(V!74 standard silver dollars have 
been coined. Of this coinage there 
are: Standard silver dollars in the 
treasury, K83,104,58rt; silver certificates 
in circulation, t380,282*480; silver cer- 
tificates in the treasury, cash, 82,909,- 
024: net standard silver dollars in the 
treasury, after deducting silver certifi- 
cates in circulation, 2,882,103; standard 
silver dollars in circulation, 50,771,791, 
and standard sliver dollars paid out by 
the Philadelphia mint yesterday 500. 


The reduction in the number of 


Rt-mdard silver dollars in the treasury 
has been brought about by a large de- 
mand recently for silver dollars from 
tin- south to move the crops in Georgia 
aul the C'xrollnas to payoff hands at 
work on the cotton crop. 


United States Treasurer Morgan's 


circular on the subject reads: 
* 


Tho Issue of silver certlflo^es being limited 


to the amount OF standard silver dollars held 
by the treasury Jot their redemption or ex- 
change, for tho preacn( standard silver dollars 
can bo furalBhed only for ellver certificates de< 
posited for exchange or tn return for those re- 
ceived for redemption. Halves, quarters and 
dimes can be furnished. In the present case of 
standard silver dollars In suma .of tSOO or more 
free of charge, by expressago or by registered 
malln In sums or multiples of 850, registra- 
tion froo for drafts collectable at Washing- 
ton or at any of the subtreasury oltlea, 
namely.

WATER 
AS AN 
AN/ESTHETIC. 


Seonres Absolute Immunity From Pain in 
Protracted Operations. 


A few months ago a good deal was 


written about the accidental discovery 
by a European physician of the value 
pf eold water as an anoasthetle. Since 
«Jien, it appears, a number of experi- 
ments have been made with satisfactory 
results, and now the whole matter is to 
be investigated with 
the 
severest 


scientific tests at Vienna. 
A corre- 


spondent in that city \\ rites as follows 
to a London newspaper 
"Dr K. L. 


Schleich has now discovered that abso- 
lute local immunity from pain, even 
during protracted operations, can be 
obtained without resorting to general 
narcosis of the patient, sothat a suffer- 
er may remain perfectly conscious dur- 
ing the amputation of his hand or foot 
without undergoing tlio torture so often 
inflicted on the battlefield or exposing 
himself to the danger of syncope over 
present ID the operating room. It ap- 
pears that subcutaneous injections of a 
solution of sugar or salt—nay, even of 
limple, cold distilled water—will pro- 
duce exactly the same local anesthetic 
effects as cocaiue. This discovery has 
already borne the tests of numerous ex- 
periments, and will now be tried in 
Vienna. The explanation of the phe- 
nomenon is simple. Local insensibility 
to pain is caused in the case of cocaine 
to purely chemical changes, while cold 
water acts mechanically by means of 
high pressure and low temperature. 
Under the influence of the high pres- 
sure and sudden lowering of tempera- 
ture the blood and l.ymph are driven 
from the region operated upon to places 
where the pressure is loss. The tissue 
Is thus deprived of its supply of blood, 
and temporary paralysis of the nerves 
results. One of the first medical au- 
thorities affirms that 
the 
impor- 


tance of this discovery is all the more 
undoubted seeing that if. in a given 
aase, cold water alone should fail to 
produce the needful degree of insensi- 
bility, a weak and absolutely harmless 
lolution of cocaine would prove cer- 
tainly efficacious."—Chicago Herald. 


Th« Deadly Cutlery Trade, 


A foreign statistician has recently 


compiled figures relating to the baneful 
effect of the unavoidable inhalation of 
metallic dust by cutlers and file cutters. 
Assuming, he says, that in the case of 
an ordinary active existence in a healthy 
atmosphere the number of deaths per 
100,000 artificers is 100, the figure ot 
mortality resulting from consumption 
and other lung complaints among tha 
first-named workmen would be 383 and 
among file sharpeners 390 The death 
rate prevalent in the cutlery trade 
wonld, it seems, be much heavier wen 
It not that the allied handle manufact- 
uring trade is included in the statistics, 
Altogether the number of fatal terrains- 
nations to pulmonary diseases among 
cutlers and file cutters is nearly equiva- 
lent to the aggregate deaths among 
fishermen from ail causes, including ao 
rtdenta, which are numerous.—London 
It or.

REINDEER IN ALASKA. 


An Attempt to Supply Bettor rood For tIM 
Satire* of That Territory. 


The recent landing from the United 


States revenue cutter Bear at Port 
Clarence, Alaska, of a herd of one hun- 
dred and eighty domesScated reindeer 
purchased in Siberia, together with four 
native Siberian herders, marks the es- 
tablisliment of tins first herd of the kind 
on the western continent 


This is an event of more than ordi- 


nary importance. If it is successful it 
will create throughout northern and 
central Alaska a new food supply in 
place of the walrus, whale, fish and fur- 
bearing' land animals, that are yearly 
becoming scarcer and more difficult to 
obtain. 
Furnished a better and surer food 


•apply the native Eskimo population, 
now decreasing in numbers, may reas- 
onably be expected to increase, and 
changing them from mere hunters to 
herdsmen may be the first upward step 
toward their civilization. 


With the increase and civilization of 


the natives and the general introduc- 
tion of the domesticated reindeer herds 
ttiroufrhont Alaska the vast unknown 
Interior of our northern province can 
be thoroughly explored. Lines of com- 
munication between distant settle- 
ments can be kept open during the 
long winter months, and the frigid, 
bleak and now comparatively useless 
plains of that little known region will 
become a source of wealth and pros* 
perity to the land. 


In the arctic and subarctic regions oi 


Lapland and Siberia the domesticated 
reindeer is food, clothing, house furni- 
ture and transportation to the people. 


Its milk and flesh furnish food, Ha 


marrow and tongue are considered 
choice delicacies, and its blood mixed 
with the contents of the stomach is 
made into a favorite dish called in Si- 
beria manyalla. 


Its intestines ore cleaned, filled with 


tallow and eaten as sausage. Its skin 
Is made into clothes, bedding, tent cov-i 
era. harness, ropes, cords and fish lines, 
and the hard skin of the forelegs makes 
«n excellent covering for snowshoes. 


Its sinews are dried and pounded into 


strong and lasting thread. Its bones 
ire soaked'in seal oil and used as fuel, 
and its horns are mode into various* 
kinds of household 
implements aud 


weapons and used in the manufacture* 
of sleds. 


In central and northern Alaska arc 


rost lolling plains of moss and grass 
covered land that are especially adapt- 
ed by nature for the graring of reindeei 
and are practically useless for any othei 
purpose. 


In tlie corresponding regions of Lap- 


land, Arctic Norway, Sweden and Rns< 
sia are twenty-seven thousand people 
(about the same in number as the 
Alaskan Eskimo), supporting 
them- 


selves and procuring their food ant 
clothing largely from their four hun- 
ilred thousand domesticated reindeer, 
besides paying to their respective gov- 
ernments the annual sum of four hun- 
dred thousand dollars, or one dollar per 
liead, as a tax on their herds. 


Also in the corresponding region of 


Siberia, with similar climate and soil, 
and only forty miles distant from the 
Straitji, there are thousands of Tehuk- 
5hes, Koraks and other tribes of deer- 
tncn fed, and clothed, and housed by 
their herds of tens of thousands of ci 
masticated reindeer.—Californian,
